London, Dec. 1!).— "Great Britain's 
proposed alterations 111 tlie preamble of 
the joint note have been practically in 
cepted by all the powers," says the Pekin 
correspondent of the Daily Mail, wirinj; 
Monday. "Both Russia and Japan, 
whose support was regarded as doubtful 
have agreed. Only the atitudo of tint 
United States remains as yet not clearly 
defined, but the acquiescence of the 
United States is anticipated, and it i* 
probable that the joint note will be sign- 
ed and delivered to the Chinese plenipo 
tentinry within three or four days. The 
German minister has warmly supported 
the British proposal. 

London, Dec. IS.— Mr. Ohoate, the 
United States ambassador, had a long 
conference this afternoon regarding the 
Chinese situation with the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, the Marquis 
of Lnnsdowne, and subsequently Mr. 
Henry White, secretary of the United 
States embassy, paid a visit to the for- 
eign office. The greatest secrecy is 
maintained as to the outcome of these 
consultations. What could lie learned 
from British and United States sources 
varied considerably, the former express- 
ing annoyance and anxiety, the latter 
maintaining that nothing serious was 
developing. 

Some explanation, however, was gath- 
ered by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press of the extraordinary tangle 
iti which the Chinese negotiations have 
got lately mixed up, nnd some reconcilia- 
tions of the contradictory telegrams 
that have emanated from Pekin and 
various European capitals. 

It appears that over a week ago the 
powers came to an agreement to elimin- 
ate the word "irrevocable" from the 
joint note. Then, when it was believed 
that, everything had been settled, objec- 
tions were raised, and Great Britain, for 
the sake of harmony, though much 
against her will, agreed to re-insert the 
"Irrevocable" .clause. In this, it is be- 
lieved, site was supported by the United 
States. Once more the joint note 
seemed on the verge of signature, when 
a misunderstanding arose in Pekin. This 
confused the governments and formed 
the subject of the despatch from Secre- 
tary Hay which JUr. Choate transmitted 
to tin? Marquis of Lnnsdowne to-day. 
As the result of the interview. Mr. 
Choate lias sent a long cablegram to 
Secretary Hay, in which he attributes 
the latest misunderstanding to be an 
error in forwarding the instructions, an 
error which occurred presumably 
through the cable company, and which 
caused Mr. Conger and Sir Ernest 
Sntow, the Rritish minister in Pekin, to 
take opposite views, although their 
home governments were perfectly 
agreed. 

The United States embassy, while non- 
committal, hopes that to-day's confer- 
ence will clear the muddle and bring 
about a signing of the joint note in 
Pekin within a few days. 

On the other hand, the British foreign 
ofilco is not quite so hopeful. Officials 
there profess to be rather at sen as to 
whether the conditions are to be irre- 
vocable or otherwise. Indications point 
to their being irrpv-jccble. British offi- 
cials admit that they gave in under pro- 
test and with a distinct reservation that, 
although the demands are irrevocable, 
ttiis in no way necessitates an enforce- 
ment of demands by European troops. 
To such n course Great Britain cannot 
and will not agree. 

Consequently compliance with Hie : ' ir- 
revocable" clause will be somewhat of 
a farce on the part, o? Great Britain, 
and this feature of the ease becomes 
more interesting when taken in con- 
junction with the statement authoritat- 
ively hero that Great Britain and the 
United States are in the same boat in 
the joint note negotiations. 

Pekin, Dec. 18.— Count von wnldersee 
has issued an order assigning various 
districts in tbo neighborhood of Pekin 
for supervision to the military repre- 
sentatives of the various powers. 
. Count von Walderseo says lie knows 
that there is a considerable force of 
Chinese under Gen. Ma in the northern 
part of the province of Shan, nnd an- 
other south of Tshang Tsang, but dur- 
ing tbo severe winter that has now set 
in ho does not expect that the Chinese 
will lie aggressive. On the other hand, 
wherever the allies leave a district for 
any length of time, bands of robbers nnd 
Boxers will congregate. For this reason 
the Field Marshal advises the co-opera- 
tion of all the allies to cover the various 
districts with strong patrols. 

It is now understood that a meeting 
of the foreign envoys will be held to- 
morrow. 



WATCHES FOB SOLDIERS, 

Vancouver Will Present Returned War- 
riors With Gold Time Pieces. 

Vancouver, Dec. IS.— (Special.)— Gold 
watches are to be purchased for lu re- 
turning South African heroes, and tab- 
lets for the dead will be erected with 
money contributed by citizens and the 
city council. 

There is a rumor on the waterfront to 
the effect that the tug Flyer, owned by 
Gilley Bros., New Westminster, has been 
wrecked in Saturday's storm. She has 
been overdue some days. 



HELP THE SOLDIERS.

London, Dec. 18. — The government 
.publicly requests employers who have 
kept open situations for Yeomanry, col- 
onials and volunteers to continue their 
patriotic efforts to minimize the sacri- 
fices of these men in the services of their 
country. The war office has issued the 
Queen's thanks to the Yeomanry, coloni- 
als and volunteers', expressing her reli- 
ance that those abroad will continue to 
aid her regulars.

London. Dec. 19.— " The Boers have 
raided Cape Colony at two separate 
points, one hundred miles distant," says 
the Capetown correspondent of the 
Daily Mail. " One commando advanced 
upon Philipstown, between Colesberg 
nnd Kimberley. The other, supposed to 
be Hcrzog's commando, crossed the 
Orange river between Odendaulstroom 
and Bothulie, northwest of Burghers- 
dorp, its objective apparently being 
Cradock. 

' Gen. Macdonald is engaging the in- 
vaders, who have no guns, 20 miles 
west of Burghersdorp. The latest news 
is that they are being slowly forced back 
to the Orange river, where a warm re- 
ception is being prepared for them." 

Lord Salisbury's gloomy reference to 
South Africa at the conference of the 
National Union of Conservative Associa- 
tions causes much heart-burning. The 
Conservative press is reluctant to admit 
that the situation is worse, and com- 
plains of the Premier's " needless 
pessimism." 

The Daily News us!:s whether Lord 
Salisbury's utterances foreshadow the 
news of another reverse, and suggests 
Unit the government has received de- 
spatches from Lord Kitchener asking 
for more troops, on the ground that the 
war, instead of being finished, is enter- 
ing upon a new and difficult phase. All 
the papers are urging the government to 
do everything possible to support Lord 
Kitchener. The Queen's message to the 
volunteers was evidently designed to 
oothe the general disappointment over 
their retention in the field. There are 
rumors current that the government is 
not able to respond to appeals from 
South Africa to send out more regulars. 

The contemplated thanksgiving ser- 
vice in St. Paul's cathedral in connec- 
tion with the return of Lord Roberts 
from South Africa, has been aban- 
doned, owing, as the government an- 
nounces, " to its being considered desir- 
able to defer a general thanksgiving 
until the close of the operations in 
South Africa." 

The programme now is for Lord Roh- 
rts to debark in the Solent to visit the 
Queen at Osborne House on January 2, 
to re-embark and land finally at South- 
ampton, coming from that point to Lon- 
don.

Desperate and Wounded Notor- 
ious Train Robber Kills 
Himself. 



New Orleans, Dec. 18— Since the hold- 
up of the Chicago limited mail on the 
Illinois Central in the suburbs of this 
city Thursday night, officers had search- 
ed in vain for two men who had escaped 
from them after, a running fight near the 
scene of the hold-up. it was known tnut 
one was badly wounded and that he was 
compelled to drop a mail bag in his flight. 
In a swamp near by all traces of the 
men were lost, however. Notwithstand- 
ing the officers felt sure the wounded 
man had not gone far and today in the 
midst of a swamp they found his body. 
It bore two bullet wounds, one in the 
back, the other in the left wrist. With 
a hunting knife the robber, knowing hid 
wounds were fatnl and that escape from 
the swamp was impossible, had cut his 
own throat. In the pockets were found 
the watch of the conductor of the mall 
train, many registered letters ' and a 
quantity of dynamite. The body was 
brought to police headquarters and iden- 
tified as that of dimming B. Barnes, 
with many aliases, and who was wanted 
tor participation in the daring hold-up 
of an Illinos Central train at Wickliffe, 
Kentucky, last duly, and who. when at- 
tempts were made to arrest him in St. 
Louis soon after, shot Chief Special 
Agent Murray of •the Illinois Central 
railway and escaped over the housetops, 
His brother and a pal were later cap- 
tared and confessed.

Washington, D. C, Dec. 18.— Senator 
Corrigan, chairman of the Senate com- 
mittee on inter-oceanic canals, to which- 
w as referred the prediminary report of 
the Isthmian canal commission, today 
submitted a partial report thereon in con- 
nection with the protrocols of agreement 
with Costa Rica and Nicaragua, relating; 
to the proposed canal, which were submit- 
ted recently to the senate. In the course 
of the report it is said that the statement 
of the Walker commission and the pro- 
tocols referred to have a bearing upon, 
what is known as the Hepburn bill now 
on the Senate calendar. 

"That bill," says the report, "is a de- 
claration of the policy of the United 
States for a canal under control of this> 
government. It is the law of necessity 
rather than the expectation of the profit 
or advantage to the United States that 
compels us to construct, own and con- 
trol a ship canal through Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua, and the geographical relation 
of theso states to our country and the- 
prcstige of the United States among Am- 
erican governments point to us as tbo 
power which must incur the expenditure 
and be invested with the authority tq 
control the canal as a marine highway 
for ships of all nations. The assured pro- 
fits of this enterprise in money, calculated'- 
on a basis that is even much larger than 
is indicated in any report that hns esti- 
mated the cost, are a sufficient justifi- 
cation of the expenditure that is neces- 
sary to acquire the right of way and' 
construct the canal." 

Proceeding, the report says the passing 
of the Hepburn bill by an almost unan- 
imous vote in the House must have called 
for a protest from Great Britain if that 
government considers that a right of hers 
is in conflict with that measure. If the 
passage of that measure through tho 
Senate calls forth_sucli a protest then it 
will he an appropriate, time for its con- 
sideration and for taking measures for 
answering it. Until then we can never 
know the grounds of the objections that 
Great Britain may choose to make. 

The friends of the ITay-Pauncefoto 
treaty occupied nil of the time of thd- 
Senate in executive session today. Sen- 
ators Forakcr and Morgan being tho 
speakers. Previous to the taking up of 
that treaty tho Senate ratine dfive con- 
ventions. Among the documents dispos- 
ed of was an agreement supplementary 
to the Hny-ruuneefoto treaty itself and' 
extending the time within which it may- 
be ratified until March 4th'. 

The other treaties which were ratified 
were as follows: Extending for one year 
the time within which the commer- 
cial treaty with Argentina may ho 
Ratified. Extending for one year tbo 
time within which the treaty with- 
Great Britain for reciprocity with Ja- 
maica may be ratified. The new extra- 
dition treaties with Bolivia nnd Chili*. 
When tho Hay-Pauncefote treaty was 
taken up, Senator Bard of California, 
gave notice of an amendment providing; 
that tho United States shall have tho 
right' to "discriminate in favor of United 
States goods shipped through the canal 
in "Unitel States vessels engaged in the 
coastwise trade." 

Senator Foraker's speech from firHt tc 
lust was a defense of tho Hay-Pannce* 
fote treaty. He referred to the protocols 
agreed upon between Nicaragua and Con- 
t.'i Rica regarding the canal, and said 
that the ratification of the Hay treaty 
is a debt the Unitel States owes to them. 
These countries, if they should see fit. 
might rise up and refuse to allow the- 
United States to do anything, hence the 
United States could not afford to do any- 
thing that would offend them. For this- 
reason he wanted tho neutrality of tho 
canal assured and the pending treaty 
ratified.

GERMANS COMPLAIN.

Dec. 18.— At a meeting today 
of the ran-Germans, protests were en- 
tered against the expulsion of Germans 
from the Transvaal. Some speakers so< 
expelled, allege they were brutally treat- 
ed by the Britisli government. Enquiry - 
was demanded.

The Disaster 

At Nooitgacht 



Clements Whole Force Narrowly 
Escaped Being Captured 
By Boers. 



Lord Salisbury Says Operations 
Must Be Pushed Vigor- 
ously in Africa. 



Johannesburg, Doe. IT.— Details of 
-the defeat of tho British at Nooitge- 
dncht indicate that Gen. Clements' en- 
tiro force had a narrow escape from 
capture. 

The Boer plans wore splendidly laid. 
If the main British column had 'tarried 
:t little longer then." would have been 
complete success for tho Boors, who ex- 
posed themselves undauntedly, yelling 
and waving their firms. Their rushes 
were only .stemmed by artillery. After 
the British retreat the Boers held a 
prayer meeting. Their hymns could be 
hoard by the retiring soldiers. All ac- 
counts indicate a heavy Boor loss. Col. 
Lcgge exhibited splendid bravery. lie 
shot live Boers with his revolver before 
he fell with three bullets in his body. 

Capetown, Pec. IS.— The Boers who 
crossed tho Orange river into Cape Col- 
ony west of Aliwal North on Saturday 
encountered the Cape Bides and Bra- 
bant's force, who retired with loss. 

London, Dec. IS. — Lord Kitchener, in 
a despatch from Pretoria dated Decem- 
ber 17, reports that all tho British 
wounded in the engagement at Nooitgc- 
daeht have arrived there and are doing 
well. 

At tho annual conference of the Na- 
tional Union of Conservative Associa- 
tions to-day, Lord Salisbury, referring to 
the war, said that if they wished to 
sustain the Empire and maintain the 
glory of Kngland'untaruishod, the efforts 
must not bo slackened until the groat 
enterprise hail been carried out, for on 
the issue thereof depended the glory and 
perpetuity of the Empire. It might re- 
quire a strenuous effort- and great self- 
sacrifice. The present was a period of 
some anxiety. 

" Wo," said the Premier, " do not 
know exactly what has taken plain'. We 
earnestly hope that tho issue may be 
Letter than the beginning. But wo 
have to push through. Maybe there 
wore matters which have not been ex- 
plained, and when explained they may 
lie the subject of scrutiny as to the 
stops whereby the present results have 
been reached. But we must spare no 
effort whereby tho glory and the 
maintenance of our Empire may be 
achieved." 

Ottawa, Doc. IS.— -Col. Lessard. com- 
manding the Canadian Mounted Rifles, 
sends a letter to the- militia department, 
which ho received from Oen. Ilutton on 
October 14, prior to tin* departure of 
that general to England. Oen. Hntton 
says he thinks Canada has good reason 
to be proud of tho manner in which the 
regiment has upheld the reputation of 
Canadian troops. The general says it 
was a source of constant pleasure to 
"him to note how excellently the regi- 
ment had profited by its opportunities, 
and he congratulates and thanks the 
men for the good work they have per- 
formed.

The citizens have endorsed th 
of erecting an ornamental gate on the 
water-front on Belleville street, directly 
opposite tho main entrance to the parlia- 
ment buildings, to commemorate the 
bravery of those Victorians who volun- 
teered for service in South Africa, and 
those who gave up their lives. The 
Paardeberg Gate proposal, as explained 
and illustrated in last Sunday's Colonist, 
was unanimously adopted by the public 
meeting last evening, after it had been 
duly criticized ami the critics an- 
swered by tho members of the commit- 
tee who proposed it. A committee was 
appointed to raise the necessary funds 
ami arrange for carrying out the work. 
The amount required for the gate itself 
on cither 

side an additional $10,000. As a 
starter for the fund. Sir Henri Joly, 
lieutenant-governor, last: evening sent 
his chock for $100, and Mr. K. M. Rai- 
tenbury, the architect, who first pro- 
posed the gate and prepared the design, 
offered his services free of charge in 
carrying out the work. 

Mayor Hayward occupied the chair. 
Mr. II. M. Grnhaine acted as secretary, 
and there was a representative gather- 
ing of business and professional men 
present. The Lieutenant-Governor, l.t.- 
Col. Gregory and .Mr. II. W. Peurse 
sent letters of regret at their inability 
lo attend, al the same time endorsing 
the design for the gate. 

Mayor llnyword read the report of 
the general committee, submitting tho 
reports of the sub-committees, which 
have already been published. The gen- 
eral committee's report follows: 

Ladies anil Gentlemen,— In dealing with 
the matter of providing a suitable memor- 
ial nf the volunteers who took pari In the 
South African war, your general committee 
appointed by yen at a public meeting held

:\. A third sub-committee was appointed 
and asked to report upon tho cost of a 
memorial of a monumental character. 

Sub-committees No. 2 and 3 have report- 
ed, and their reports are herewith subm't- 
ted for your consideration. 

Hon. J. II. Turner moved as follows: 

Itesolved, That the report of the general 
committee be received and filed and that 
the recommendation of sub committee No. 
3, that the proposed memorial take the 
form of a substantial and ornamental 
stone structure, to he erected on the wat- 
erfront on Belleville street, to be known 
as the "Paardeberg Gnte," he adopted. 

Air. Turner upoke at some length on 
the patriotism and heroism of those who 
volunteered for service in South Africa, 
ami the example they had set tho rising 
generation. He heartily endorsed the 
proposal of the committee, the proposed 
gale being of an eminently monumental 
character, the purpose of which could 
not be mistaken. It was useful and at 
the same time a thing of beauty and 
suited to tho surroundings. Monuments, 
he said, had proved failures in all 
parts of the world. He suggest,.,! that 
it he made a provincial affair — a monu- 
ment in nil Ihe volunteers from P.ritish 
Columbia— in which case subscriptions 
would be received from till over the 
province. The capital, he said, was the 
place for such a monument. 

Hon. .Mr. Justice Martin seconded the 
resolution, referring to the excellence of 
the design and tho fact that Canadians, 
who had proved in past years that they 
could defend their homes, and at 
Paardeberg that they could defend the 
homes of others. 

Lieut.-Col. Wolfendcn did not fall in 
with tho idea of the gate, preferring an 
arch tit the south end of James Bay 
bridge, surmounted by a statue of Her 
Majesty. 

Mr. Joseph Pierson thought tho monu- 
ment should be, provincial, and that it 
should take the form of an arch at tho 
entrance to tho parliament buildings 
grounds. 

• Mr. S. P. Mills, Q. C, pointed out 
that the committee was a purely civic 
"lie. If the government desired to 
erect a provincial monument let them 
do so. 

Rev. Canon Beanlunds, for the com- 
mittee, fully explained the design, stat- 
ing that it bad been prepared by Mr. 
Uattenbtiry, the architect for the parlia- 
ment buildings, and was made to har- 
monize with the buildings. He had also 
offered his services in carrying out the 
design. (Applause.) Canon Beanlunds 
said an arch, to be an ornament, would 
have to he of massive proportions, and 
woidd cost a great deal more than the 
gate. It had often been said, too, that 
it was like erecting a door without a 
building. Everybody would like to see 
a statue of Her Majesty erected, and 
the committee could give the govern- 
ment no bettor advice than that they 
erect one. But he thought it was far 
too costly an undertaking for the citi- 
zens. A block of marble largo enough 
for u statue would cost $5,000 in its 
raw state. The proposed gate would 
ho seen by everyone crossing James Bay 
bridge. All the names of those volun- 
teering would be inscribed on it, besides 
the names Victoria and Paardeberg, 
while the has relief wotdd represent 
Sergeant Scott lending his men at tho 
attie which brought, fame to tho 
Canadian volunteers. 

In answer to Mr. Turner, Canon Bean- 
hinds said the size of the has relief 
would depend upon the amount sub- 
scribed.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Number of Interesting Subjects Under 
Discussion Monday, Evening. 

Following upon the decision of tho 
Natural History Society to include local 
historical research among its objects, on 
Monday evening came a communication 
from W. I' 1 . Robertson, pro-incial min- 
eralogist, who, tis representative of the 
Geographic Hoard of Canada, desired 
the on-operation "f the society in deter- 
mining the proper spelling of place 
names. Mr. Robertson at some length 
outlined the work of the board with 
which ho is associated, and dwelt upon 
tho groat importance of settling histori- 
cally an offleial orthography. The com- 
munication was received and a resolu- 
tion passed endorsing the objects in 
view and adopting the suggestions con- 
tained. It was pointed out that such 
work would give a definite scope to the 
historical section of the society and af- 
ford a wide lield for its energy and re- 
search. 

Notice of the formation of nn histori- 
cal section in accordance with the 
provisions of the newly revised constitu- 
tion was given. The president also 
called attention to the desirability of 
other sections being formed with as 
little delay as possible. 

Canon Beonlands subn.itted a Inrgc 
fossil shell from Saturna island, and 
Dr. Newcoinbe, as one result of his 
recent visit of research to the Queen 
Charlotte islands, made several dona 
tions of Indian implements new to the 
collection in the museum. 

Mr. Cnrmiehael, provincial assayer 
gave particulars of on Indian rock in 
seription in pfflgy on Harrison lake 
which was probably of very ancient 
origin and had had special significance 
among Indian religious beliefs, inasmuch 
as they made invocations to it on their 
voyages up and down the lake. It hud 
the outline of a human form and was 
undoubtedly the personification of some 
•form of water deity. Mr. Cnrmiehael 
also laid stress upon the use of the 
camera in connection with and as an 
aid to the scientific work of the 
soeietv. 

On account of the Christinas holidays 
intervening, adjournment was made for 
one month instead of two weeks. 

Dr. Newcoinbe. the president, left last 
night, and will make an extensive trip 
East, during which time he will visit 
the various large museums and scientific 
institutions of tho South and East, in- 
cluding those or Ottawa. Chicago. Phila- 
delphia. New York and Washington. 
The object of his visit will have 
special reference to British Columbia's 
place in the various scientific oxposL 
tions.

SWaauer Queen City retimed from 4Le

freight, proceeded to I'aeoma with the 
.flint shipment of ore from tho Monitor 
'mine's, ou Alberni -Canal. She haU 
• about 250 .tons of rich-looking ore, in 
charge of G. H. Alaynard, boh of the 
managing director of the company. .Mo 
gold was brought by the steamer from 
Wreck Bay, whore the bad weather had 
been preventing work on a large scale. 
Some work had been done and about 
$11)0 a day taken out for 10 days. 
There was no further news u'" the 
wreckage found near Caruianah, and ao 
further discoveries of -wreckage were re- 
ported .elsewhere. The trip was u very 
stormy one, and the steamer had to run 
in to many .places for shelter during the 
trip. It was on this account that she 
was .delayed. She left the Monitor 
mine .on Friday for Victoria, and put in 
to Aflberni on Saturday afternoon. She 
left .there and went towards Copper 
island, lint had to put back on account 
of the heavy gales. On Sunday she 
went down "as far as Kaintield creek, 
whare shelter was had that night. 
Thau she made another stage between 
storms, but bad to put in again for shel- 
ter at San Juan, owing to the high seas 
and furious gale. San Juan was left 
at midnight ou Monday, and the steamer 
arrived yesterday morning. The pas- 
sengers who came down by her were:

THE ROYALIST ARRIVES. 

After a Passage of Thirty-one Days 
From Moji the Sugar Steamer 
at Last Makes Port. 

The overdue sugar ship Royalist has 
arrived, and has probably reached Van- 
couver ere this. She came up the 
Straits on Monday night, it being tTie 
long-expected steamer, after all, that 
was reported then. She came past 
William Head without calling and went 
on, which fact gave local mariners the 
impression that she was bound for the 
Sound. At a. m. yesterday she was 
■seen anchored off Discovery island, hav- 
ing evidently waited there for daylight, 
and soon after tho day dawned she 
passed on, without waiting for the Van- 
couver pilot who has been awaiting her 
hero for 12 days, or picking up the local 
stevedore who was to have been taken 
on hero, so that be could arrange his 
gear on the way to Vancouver. It was 
expected that she would reach Vancou- 
ver at nightfall, and might have to 
wait in English Bay until morning be- 
fore going through the narrows. As to 
whether she had to use her sugar cargo 
for fuel on her long passage could not, 
of course, be learned, but the fact that 
she did not call here goes to show that 
she did not, for in that event she would 
surely have called for coal to go on to 
Vancouver. The Alngonia, which did 
have to burn some of her sugar, did this. 
The Royalist has been long at sea, but 
as she had 700 tons more capacity thin 
the total amonnt of her cargo, it is 
likely that she carried an extra supply 
of coal.

TH3 110AD QUESTION. 

The delegates elected by the local Good 
Ronds Associations were in session yes 
terday iu this city and the discussions 
were very interesting. Of course there 
-was no difference of opinion as to the 
value of good roada to the community, 
hut there was some as to the best way 
to make the Association efficient. Tho, 
question is not free from difficulty, and 
the experience of other localities is not, 
n very good guide. British Columbia is 
exceptional in many ways. Its dimen- 
sions are enormous. For the uiost part 
settlement is sparse. Many settlements 
are isolated. Not only are highways 
needed but in many -cases trails are oven 
more essential. Then we have localities 
whore municipal councils collect and ex- 
pend the road money, and others where 
tho Department of Public Works has 
charge of the whole subject, the money, 
being paid out of the public treasury. 
In this province trunk roads mean more 
•than they do almost anywhere else iu 
Canada; yet trunk Toads may bo of lit- 
tle servce without by-roads. In most 
parts of Eastern Canada a system of ex- 
penditure and method of road construc- 
tion applicable to one locality suits every 
other locality equally os well. Here 
there are various considerations to bo 
taken into account, and many of them 
.are radically different from the others. 
It is perhaps correct to say that in no 
part of the Dominion is the road question 
surrounded with greater or a greater va- 
riety of difficulties than here, and foi; 
this reason is no easy matter to say 
just what a Good ltoads Association 
ought to try to accomplish. Mr. Dcaue, 
the president of the Association, suggest- 
ed that its efforts ought to be chiefly in 
ah educative line, and perhaps this is 
about its most useful scope at the pres- 
ent time. 

The ultimate object ot the movement 
is the taking of road building wholly out, 
of politics and the handling of tho whole 
matter by some responsible organization, 
which, though accountable to the govern- 
ment and legislature, will not be political 
in its constitution and tenure of office. 
Just how this can be readied is the open 
question, and there are and will continue 
to be wide differences of opinion upon it. 
Possibly it is best to apply at once to 
the whole . province the system of lotial 
.government, and entrust the local organi- 
zations with the control of the road 
.money, subject to a certain degree of, 
governmental supervision. Perhaps it is 
too soon to think of organizing the whole 
province on the lines found suitable In 
.more thickly settled and smaller juris- 
dictions. Perhaps the true solution for 
the time being is to create a permanent 
road bureau, with a practical man in 
•charge, who shall report to the Minister 
of Public Works, and shall not be remov- 
able except for cause to hi' stated to tho 
legislature. We are nil familiar witli the 
influences which pervert road-building 
from useful channels in too many eases. 
A candidate makes promises during hit 
■canvass, and tries to carry them CMi 
after ho is elected. He tries to keep his 
supporters together by a judicious distri- 
bution ot patronage and the road money 
is the largest source of patronage. It is 
not In human nature to resist the tempta- 
tion thus offered to employ public money 
with an eye, in part at least, to turning 
the expenditure to political advantage. 

The government that takes up this 
•question and offers something like a 
-practical solution of it will confer a last- 
ling obligation upon the province, and we 
believe would find the members" of tho 
legislature ready to assist in perfecting 
.and carrying such a 'measure into effect. 
.Every member would be very glad to bo 
relieved of the responsibility of supervis- 
ing road expenditures. Members would 
of course be consulted as to the wants of 
their constituencies in a general urnjv 
.hut there would be nn end of of the ap- 
portioning of the road money between 
'minor subdivisions and political hench- 
men. If a permanent bureau were es- 
tablished the object of the person in 
charge would be to use the money econ- 
ubmically, so as to make the best possible 
/ I 



showing in his own interest. It would 
also be possible . for road construction 
to bo carried on according to some regu- 
lar plan, and for repairing to be dono 
systematically. Wo think tho advant- 
ages of a permanent road bureau are 
very great, and while not losing sight 
of the importance of considering how faij 
tho system of local government can bo 
extended to the province, we urge the 
government to take into its serious con- 
sideration the establishment of such a 
branch of the public service. 

TRAILS NEEDED. 

A Colonist representative who has 
been visiting different parts of Vancouver 
Island iu connection wth our New 
Year's edition, says that strong represen- 
tations were made to him as to the neces- 
sity of pack trails being made by the gov- 
ernment at several points from the coast 
to tho inland waterways. At present it 
is a very difficult matter for a prospector 
to get into the interior of the island. Tho 
growth is exceedingly heavy and tho 
watercourses are difficult to cross. On 
some of tho mountain ranges it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to get pack animals 
along. So great are the obstacles to trav- 
el, that many localities have remained 
linprospected. The suggestion has been 
made that the government should select 
one or more points, and build good pack 
trails to the large lakes lying iu the cen- 
tre of the Island, so that prospectors 
can take supplies in on pack animals 
and use the waterways for moving from 
place to place. We suppose this is true 
of other parts of the province. 

This suggestion cumes from practical 
men, and is not merely the notion of a 
stay-at-home. The gentleman specially 
responsible for it probably knows more 
of Vancouver Island than any Other per- 
son, and lie is himself a practical man. 
who has had to contend very frequently 
with the very difficulties which he is an- 
xious to overcome. 

SONG BIKDS. 

The Central Farmers' Institute has 
passed a resolution recommending th 
government to give the necessary aid to- 
wards the importation of a number "f 
song birds. The object of the Imports 
tion is not simply to provide feathered 
songsters to delight the ear. but to se- 
cure allies of fruit growers in tin- exter- 
mination of noxious insects. The Colon- 
ist has already referred to this subject 
and has reason to think that its views 
tipon it meet with the approval of most 
of the ministers. It is quite sure that 
people generally would like to see an 
effort made to bring a number of singin 
birds into the province. 

Wo suppose if anything of this kind is 
undertaken the plan adopted will be to 
establish at one, two or three points in 
tho province aviaries where f..e imported 
birds and a portion of their young can h 
kepi, a number of the young birds being 
turned loose yearly until all danger of 
their extermination lias boon removed or 
the experiment has been demonstrated 
a failure. We have very little fear on 
the latter point, .lust now it occurs to 
us that there should he two aviaries on 
the island and two in the Fraser valley, 
but possibly so many would not be need- 
ed. We make the suggestion only that 
it may receive consideration. 




WHITE HOUSE COPPER. 

A smelter test of copper ore from the 
mine:; in the vicinity of White Horse 
gave 41! per cent, copper, 11 ounces of 
silver nnd\?2 in gold, or a total value 
$165. Presumably n smelter tost would 
j not bo of selected ore, as the person hnv- 
; ing it would naturally wish to know 
j what smelting as a commercial proposi- 
j tion would realize. The known area of 
the copper belt is fourteen iniies long 
I and two miles wide, and it seems lllli 
formly rich. Considerable development 
work has been done. On one mine, the 
Pueblo, at a deptli of 60 Ceet there is a 
crosscut of 110 feet in solid ore, and 
the walls have not been reached. 

The discovery of coal in this neighbor- 
hood is of very great interest in this 
connection. There seems to be no 
doubl as to the quantity of the coal, and 
reports as to quality are satisfactory. 
■ This leads the peopl.i of White Horse 
j to anticipate the erection of a smelter at 
nn early day, and if the extent and rich- 
ness of the mints is as great as is now 
1 thought, there will bo several smelters 
and a town will grow up there that will 
equal Potto in importance. The mines 
[ are reached by an excellent winter mad, 
| ami the White Horse & Yukon railway 
has in contemplation the building of a 
| spur from While Horse to reach the 
! copper belt. The extent of the coppor- 
bearing country has nut been ascer- 
tained. It may be much greater than 
, is above stated.

Sir Artbor Sullivan, the famous BrttLsfe 
composer, died suddenly last week In Lon- 
don. His career was intimately connected 
with that ot hla collaborator lu comic opera, 
Mr. W. S. Gilbert. 

Of Sir Arthur many anecdotes are told. 
Iu 1881, Mr. Rrowue was engaged to sing 
Colonel Cuverley In "Patience." He writes: 

"I had lieeu told to go to Mr. D'Oyly 
Carte's office, . . to meet Mr. Sullivan 
and have him 'try my voice.' On my arri- 
val, 'M minutes before time, I was ushered 
Into an elegantly furnished room. Mr. 
Carte was not there, but seated at a 
piano, bumming it plaintive malody, was a 
man little older than myself, a plump, rosy 
cheeked fellow, with blacti hair, elde-wlils- 
kers and mustache and dark brown eyes 
twinkling with kindliness and good nature. 
He stopped singing when I entered and 
asked me If I wanted to see Mr. Carte. 

"I have come to sing to Mr. Sullivan," I 
replied, a little proudly. 

"Really!" he said, elevating his hushy 
eyebrows. "Weil, I hope, for your own 
sake, that you are In good voice." And he 
turned again to the piano with a pleansant 
little laugh. 

Sudden fear of failure made my heart 
Fink. "Have you ever sung before him?" 
I asked, a little huskily, for the thought of 
the ordeal before me already gave mo a 
tickling sensation In my throat, and I was 
mentally resolving to make an excuse and 
an appointment on the following day. 

"Oh! yes. He's heard me sing," chuckled 
the provoking young man at the piano, 
thumping out an amazing sequence of 
chords.

The Indians were, 
as is customary, given advances, which 
were unredeemed by them in work 
when the schooner was wrecked at the 
entrance to Unimnk Pass, on her way 
into Bobring sea. As is remembered, 
when the Minnie was lost the Walter 
L. Rich happened along and saved her 
crew. The Indians were taken on board 
the Rich and spent the season on her. 
Captain Jncobsen went with the In- 
dians, and the contention of the captain 
of the lost schooner was that lie made 
arrangements with the captain of the 
Waller L. Rich and the Indians where-

Chief Officer Wilkinson Writes 
From Union of the 
Disaster. 



Names of the Lost find Saved 
— Quadra Leaves For the 
Scene. 



The most authentic sews to hand so 
lar of the disaster *iiich tefell the 
etoauier Alpha, is thus told In -a despatch 
received by .tiie owner of the 6 1 earner, 
Sir. Genelle of Vancouver, from W. B. 
Wilkinson, chief officer. Tho letter which 
is dated from the Hotel Wilson at Union 
Hay on Sunday nigh 1 :, December 10th, 
says. This fearful disaster will surprise 
you. The ;rood SS. Alpha went oil shore 
•at Yellow Bock at 11:45 p. nr. last mighti 
during that neiiyy 'southeast gait: nine 
juen are drowned, including Captain 
York, Mr. S. B orber, Mr. J. Barger, Pur- 
ser, the three engineers, -two A.Ii.'s and 
one stowaway . Everything that huinai) 
beings could d L o was done for them, but 
without avail.. The balance of the crew 
came down with myself) to Union in Mr. 
Ford's boat: on .arrival here I find that 
the wires an: broken down. 

"I camo h ere to -wire, but ; find all the 
stand by vessel on the island on which 
The Yellow Rock-'light house stiinds. 

"The hull; of the ship is jest under 
"water at lo w water. 1'Vjre and aft m adits 
gone; and tie beach is thick for a couple 
of miles "'vith wreckage 'and cargo. 1 
should not be«niprised if the tottom was 
torn out of her. Mind this is> inly a sur 
jnise. 

"I camei here to wire, bnt'Tidfi all "the 
wires broikea ilown. The captain of the 
Czar, he iring of the disaster, was about 
to push 'off, io:rme down an)j said that 
he wouhj deliver this bettor. 

"All t'he crew tiro here and I am fioiiifl 
the best; for them, -so please "let me iliave 
i instructions. I believe a boat leaves hero 
for Vancouver on "Wednesdcy. 

"Bondaell, police officer hero for the 
island, is looking after wreckage and 

■ cargo which -goes on shore, and nlco col 
lecting bodies. 

"I have up io the present seen the two 
Mr, Barbers and one A.B. I believe they 
I may he sent down here for inquest. 
Please let me have instructions as soon

Reports from "Vancouver describe tho 
. death of the anfontunnte managvr, cap- 
tain and others of the Alpha as follows: 
"Capt. Yorke was carried off the bridgo 
almost before the unlucky ship had 
touched th" rock. Mr. Barber, the own 
or, and the purser, were' tho nest to he 
lost, no one knows how. It was a e 
of every man hanging on for himself 
amid the tremendous rush of seas that 
. came aboard. The engineers stuck brave 
ly to their posts, and it was probably 
their work that enabled so many of tho 
members of the crew to reach safety in 
the end. The throe officers stayed in tho 
engine room, ami that was the last heard 
of them. Half an hour after the first 
grounding it was seen "that /the vessel 
was rapidly going to pieces. 

"One member of the crew, named 
Hardy, pluckily volunteered to tak< 
lino ashore, and with t'he assistance of 
the lightkeper he was polled through 
the' breakers and the work -of-rcscue be 
•gau. In an hoar 25 men were off, and 
it was not a moment too soon. The linn 
held all through the work of rescue, and 
in an hour hardly a vestige remained of 
the steamer, as she had piled -up on the 
rocks. "The members of the crew all 
stayed on the island with the, light keep; 
• or over Sunday, and it was not till last 
evening that they were taken away by 
.a steamer and brought into Union. Siimn 
of them are in a very low condition from 
their sufferings, and Hardy especially 
•was battered against the rocks until ho 
was frightfully bruised while he was 
drying M get the line ashore. 

According to the story heard by the 
•master of the Czar who took fne chief 
•officer's letter to Vanvouver, the steam 
■er Alpha p'isswl on the wrong aid* of tho 



yellow Tisiaud light. Captain Yorke was 
watching for the lighthouse and the wind 
was driving his vessel through the chan- 
nel at n fast slip. He could nut .see the 
light from the position of the ship, and 
instead of tho lighthouse acting as it 
warning, he tumbled right upon tho 
rocks at itn have. A storm was blowing, 
hut it had not attained its greatest fury 
at that •time. "The poor fellows who per- 
ished -are s.tiS to have refused to leavo 
the ship. 

Samuel Barber, one of the owners, 
thought Unit something might W done 
tii save the ship and cargo. The storm 
increased, however and became so vio- 
lent that : the nine men on the ship were 
•cut off -from the shore. The IhicM part- 
•cd and the ship slowly settled in ttie 
water. 

Mr. Gennell, in an interview, said that 
the Alplia was not insured, but it was 
not correct to say that she was unsea 
worthy. Three surveyors had pronounc- 
ed her sound, and when she put 'back to 
Victoria she was examined by Mr. Har- 
dies lof Hardies and Thompson. This is 
his letter which was written after the 
examination of the vessel bore: 

"At the request of Mr. Barber 1 went 
thoroughly over the steamship Alpha on 
lie: return here on the 7th instant. She 
was reported to he leaking badly. I have 
to report as follows: Ballast pumps and 
trip valves broken. 1 had same repaired. 
Donkey pumps were found very much 
run down and were repaired. Aftcit 
'idlges had been pumped out 1 made a 
thorough examination from forward bulk- 
Wart aft, and could find no leak in hull, 
and from observations taken nt intervals 
of five hours I saw no porceptable rise 
in tho water in the bilges. I am of the 
opinion fhe water found its way into tho 
ship from some discharge compartments, 
in the engine room." 

Mr. Gennell said it was important that 
the public should know of Mr. Hardies' 
examination; it would disabuse thehi 
minds of the impression, if it was enter- 
tained, that the ship Tvas •unscaworthyi 
Mr. Gennell was the real owner of the 
vessel but had given Mr. Barber a half 
interest for $20,01)0, which amount had 
not been made over, Mr. Barber having 
only put up securities and guaranteed 
certain interest. 

W. Gordon, the former chief engineer 
who is now serving a term of ten weeks 
with hard labor for having deserted, says 
that not only were her steam pumps se 
worn, anil valves made useless, that no 
suction could be obtained and the pumps 
were unable to be used when the watei 
rose in her hold necessitating her return 
from the Cape, but many were the com- 
plaints he heard of bad Steering gear. 

Fireman Ponavan, who was seen last 
night at the lockup, as be bad been gath- 
ered in yesterday by the p81ioo, said he 
deserted from the steamer believing her 
to be unsooworthy. ' He was standing 
firing in two feet or water when tho 
steamer returned to port from the Cape, 
The water had cornered the coal bunk- 
ers anil there was not a pound of coal to 
be had when the vessel reached the 
wharf. As to the cause of this water 
coming in, he understood one of the saf- 
ety valves had been left open. "The en- 
gineer? Gordon, could tell nboii.l this, 
fur." said the fireman with a wink, "ho 
know- quite a little himself about that." 

"While I was on the steamer there was 
continual complaint in the foe's] about 
the steamer's steering gear. As for the 
wheel, why two men couldn't hold it. It. 
was a bad steering wheel in any kind of. 
weather, and it was a common thing for 
it to go off a couple of points or two 
points and a half. The men kicked about 
it every time they came d/iwn from n 
trick at it. They said that it steered bud 
eaough in good weather, what would it 
he in a galo£" 

The statements made hv Ponavan are 
very similar to those of 0. K. Swansea, 
a seaman who also left the vessel here. 
He said that the vessel would not haul 
around with her steering gear in less, 
than twice or three times as long as the 
vessel would ordinarily. Her wheel and* 
steering gear were had. That is why ho 
left the vessel. Sullivan, the drowned 
seaman, had told him. he said, that tho, 
Alpha was one of the hardest vessels to

Ch'ef Engineer Mutheson Is well known 
to 'the fraternity here, lie was lu the en- 
gine room of the Coqultlam and other 
steamers of tin.. Union SS. t'o. and for a 
time, too, on the tug Lome. Bert J. Dunn, 
the second engineer, was formerly third en- 
gineer of the steamer Amur, and Is well 
spoken of by his late comrades In the C. 
I". N. service. J. Moore, who was third 
engineer, and not Murray, as at first re- 
ported. Is also well known here. He en- 
deavored to get a discharge Just before the 
steamer sailed from here, and secured a 
certificate lrom n local doctor, stating that 
he was unfit to go to sea. He had badly 
scalded both his feet, and was anxious to 
leave on this account. Not being able to 
collect his wages to date In the event of 
his quitting the ship, he decided to stay. 
He was n resident of Vancouver and had 
been nt work for the Electric Light Co. 
there. Sullivan, the able seaman who was 
drowned, was formerly a seaman of the 
Empress of Japan. He was an English- 
man. Of Crosby nothing can be iearned. 
He was loggod as a stowaway. The ninth 
victim of the wreck has not yet been nam- 
ed, and on this account It Is believed that 
he Is a Japanese, whose name would be 
difficult to obtain. 

Among the saved, who are at Union Bay, 
awaiting the coming of the D. G. S. Uuud 
ra, are M. Ii. Wilkinson, chief oftleer; C. 
II. Turner, second officer, a Swede, who 
was formerly a quartermaster of the 
steamer Clltch, and mate of the tug Al- 
bion; John Hartley, cook; F. Garratt, sail- 
or; H. Casey, a sailor shipped here; n. An- 
derson, a sailor; E. II. Gough, a sailor; and 
"Windy" Owens, donkey man, who he- 
longs to Liverpool, nnd was formerly on 
the steamer Robert Adamson. 

In the steward's department were three 
young Englishmen, who are said to have 
been making a trip around the world, work- 
ing their way from country to country. 
They joined tho Alpha, Intending to work 
their passage to Japan In her. They are 
said to be men of good education, and to 
have means. The other fourteen men who 
made up the ship's company of the Al- 
pho are Jnpauese. They were firemen, deck 
hands, etc. 

Mr. Ttiuiura, of Messrs. Jfn & Xauiuru, 
consignees, loll for Japan by the last En- 
press lo meet the Alpha In the Orient. 

The cargo was insured for about $150,000, 

1). G. S. Quadra, which has Just return- 
ed from the North, sails nt daylight this 
morning for the scene of the wreck. She 
will secure nil the bodies of the dead that 
can be obtained and take them and the sur- 
vivors to Vancouver. The steamer's ser- 
vices were preferred to Mr. Crenelle by 
Capt. Guudln, local agent of marine and 
fisheries, who at once replied as follows: 

"Chief officer and survivors of Alpha re- 
ported at Union. Can get no boat here. 
I 'an you proceed to scene of disaster and 
bring bodies "ore? Will greatly oblige. An- 
swer. J. Qrenelle. 

In reply, Cnpt. Guudln said tho Domla- 
lon steamer would sail at daylight. This 
will bring her to the scene of the wreck 
at night, whereas If she has sailed early lu 
the night she would have arrived lu day- 
light, and thus saved one day.

Captain Yorke. who 
was on the bridge, said that assistance 
was not needed, the vessel having been 
hove to only on account of her bearings 
having heated. The steamer was not 
seen again after passing through Active 
Basis until her masts were seen sticking 
up above tho water after the wreck, al- 
though at the time the disaster occurred 
the stenmer Willapa was reported to he 
lying on the other side of the island. 

•V number of those lost on the steamer 
are quite well known here. Samuel 
Barber and ,T. IT. Barber, his brother, 
hail from Ontario, having come to the 
Coast at. the time of the Klondike rush. 
It is learned that they leave a widowed 
mother at Brampton. Out. The family 
was highly respected, being on intimate 
terms with Hon. Mr. Muloek and other 
prominent citizens of Knst York. Mr. 
Genolle has telegranhed -to Hon. Mr. 
Mulook for particulars. Mr. Samuel 
Barber seemed to have a premonition 
regarding this .Tananese trip. He could 
talk of nothing else, nnd seemed desir- 
ous of taking evorv precaution before 
he left. One of his last acts was to 
write out two applications for life in- 
surance* — one on his brother's life and 
one on his own— for $1.0,000 each. He 
instructed Mr. Genolle to arrange de- 
tails, and he would run tlirou.li the doe- 
tor's hands before he left.

Institute Approves of the Sug- 
gested Importation of 
Song Birds. 



Fruit Inspection— Size of Apple 
Boxes and Other Subjects 
Debated. 



Yesterday morning the Central Farm- 
ers' Institute reauuied its session, Mr. 
Duuuld Grahauie o£ Spallumcheen, being 
in the chair, 'i'iie programme was at. 
once taken up, the iirst subject to be 
discussed beiuj* that of contagious dis- 
eases. The debate upon tlii.s matter was 
opened by Supt. Anderson, who amongst 
other suggestions, introduced one ot an 
amendment to the act upon this matter. 
This had particular reference to tho 
cleanliness of dairies and the care of 
cows and milk. Mr. Anderson advocat- 
ed that power he given to publish the 
names of those dairymen whose premises 
had not been inspected. Several others 
spoke to this question, but it wis flnaiij 
regarded that the regulations upou tho 
matter were sullicieutly stringent. 

The lax enforcement of the provisions 
of the iict was the refrain of the remarks 
of Mr. D. Johnston of Surrey, upon tho 
noxious weeds nuisance. Amongst these 
the Canada thistle was one of the worst 
that was noticed to be on the increase, 
and he suggested an amendment to tho 
act that would direct the municipalities 
to look closely after the enforcing of the 
law. This w'as generally considered to 
he a rather ditUcult matter and led to thf 
making of many short speeches. From 
the government side it was also pointed 
out the municipalities were often at rnalt 
in allowing these uuisanses to grow. '1 he 
discussion ended in the passage of tho 
following resolution: 

Moved by David Johnson, seconded by 
E. Hutchinson and carried: That -the 
councils of the incorporated municipali- 
ties should appoint an ollicer whose duty 
it shall be to enforce the act for the era- 
dications or Canada thistles, and this ho 
made a clause in the above-mentioned 
act. 

The resolutions paused last year upon 
this subject were also reaffirmed by mo- 
tion of Messrs. John It. Miller and J. 
Shopland. 

The arbitrary measures taken to de- 
stroy infeated fruit was the question 
raised by Mr. E. Hutchinson -when the 
subject of the Horticultural Board was 
reached. These returns, he thought, 
should be much modified, as also should 
bo the treatment given to nursery stock. 
'In either instances he considered that 
the powers granted were too large alto- 
gether. Upon this matter it was consid- 
ered that the utmost care' should be tak- 
en, and Messrs. Stuart, Miller and 
Huchinson were appointed a special com- 
mittee to go into the consideration of tho 
whole matter and draft a resolution to 
cover the ground. 

"Song birds and insect destroying 
birds" was the popular subject introduc- 
ed by Supt. J. II. Anderson. The super- 
intendent was followed by Mr. Baynes 
Heed, who spoke as (he representative of 
a committee of the Natural History so- 
ciety. Mr. Heed, who advocated the im- 
porting of ouch birds as the skylark, gold 
finch, starling, blackbird and robin. 

The blackbird was, however, at once 
recognized by some of the farmers ns a 
hold depredator, and his name was st ruck- 
out. 

After several resolutions hail been of- 
fered the following one was found ac- 
ceptable: 

Moved by A. Phllp, seconded by John 
J. It. Miller and carried: That this In- 
stitute expresses hearty sympathy with 
'the object of the Natural History society 
in seeking to introduce more birds nf a 
useful kind in the province. They fully 
appreciate the great value these bird 
are to the farmer and the gardiner in their: 
conflict with insect pests and the strong- 
ly urge that the government give all 
necessary assistance in this connection. 

This resolution was supplemented by 
The following: 

Moved by J. II. Anderson, seconded by 
T. (.'. Oldonsbnw and carried: That a 
committee of throe be appointed tr; con- 
sider the report of the Natural History 
society presented by Mr. Haynes Reed 
and tiiat a list of useful and insectivor- 
ous birds be made out. 

Messrs. Hndwin, Oldershaw ami An- 
derson were named and during the even- 
ing submitted the following \'--\: Rkv- 
lark. goldfinch. goldfinch. robin (red- 
breast, siskin, nightingale ami blue- 
tit. 

Tin' deputation then retired but not be- 
fore Mr. Barnes Reed has invited the 
members of tho Institute to visit the bur- 
eau anil see how the weather was made. 

The meeting then adjourned until S 
o'clock at niglit so as to give the after- 
noon to the Good Uonds meeting. 

Upon reassembling in the evening thn 
special committee submitted its report 
upon the suggested amendments to the, 
Horticultural act. This report recom- 
mended certain changes whereby home- 
grown fruit and fruit and fruit treei 



were put on equal footing with foreign 
importations. This led to a long discus- 
sion upon such matters as picking over 
condemned fruit, after which the report 
was duly adopted. 

Mr. Metcalfe then recommended the 
compulsory spraying of plum trees. 

That hardy annual, the size of the ap- 
ple box, was then introduced by Mr, 
Raymur. In the upper country they used 
00-pound boxes, while in Washington and 
down here 40-pound packages ruled, tuo, 
boxes differed in height, one being 10 and 
the other 12 inches high. The discussion 
ended with the following resolution: 

Moved by Mr. Raymur. seconded by 
E. 'Hutchinson and carried: That action 
he taken by the Central Farmers' Insti- 
tute as will bring before the proper au- 
thorities the necessity of lixing by law 
a standard fruit package and prohibiting 
the importation of fruit except in sucl 
packages as fixed by Jaw. 

By a motion of Messrs. Hutchinson and 
Anthier, the action of the government 
in raising the coyote bounty to .$2.00 was 
endorsed. 

.No action was deemed necessary to be 
taken by the Board regarding the Buffalo 
Pan-American Exposition. 

A motion proposed by David Johnson 
and carried, heartily endorsed the action 
of tin.' Good Roads Association, with ref 
erence to the appointment of road com 
missioners for the unorganized portions 
of the province. 

Resolutions similar to those of last year 
endorsing the travelling libraries estab 
lished by the' government and urging their 
extension, were also passed. 

After lixing upon 3 o'clock this after 
j noon as the time for meeting His Hon, 
the Lieut. Governor and His Worship 
Mayor Hayward, the Institute adjourn 
ed until 9:30 this morning.

ON WALL STREET. 

New York, Dee. 18.— The singularity and 
unsettled condition of the stock market to- 
day was due to various conflicting causes. 
There was still some evidence of apt buy- 
ing, which has been In evidence for many- 
days now, and which was commonly at- 
tributed to operations by large banking In- 
terests looking to the consolidation of con- 
trol of many competing and connecting 
railway Bystems. Buying of this kind was, 
however, distinctly less than for some time 
past. Efforts were made by professional 
operators to give an appearance of a con- 
tinuance of this class of transactions. But 
the manipulative character of many move- 
ments designed to give this Im- 
pression became obvious and be- 
got some feeling of doubt and distrust. 
London's change of front was an unsettling 
Influence. After buying actively higher 
yesterday, that centre sold freely to day. 
This was of course the outcome of the 
monetary situation In London. With fur- 
ther military reverses In South Africa and 
the forelcn exchanges running against her, 
It Is the common expectation that th» Bank 
nf England discount rate will be advanced 
to-morrow. Such a condition Is always suf- 
ficient to cause liquidation of foreign se- 
curities from London In the interest of 'he 
money market. But It Is not clear that 
the more conservative class of Investors In 
England are not attracted by American, se- 
curities.

Discussing 

Good Roads 



Important Resolutions Passed 
at Meeting, of the Provin- 
cial Association. 



Vigorous Effort Being (Made to 
Bring About the Best 
Results. 



The Good Roads association of B. C, 
]ield its fiecond convention nt, the rooms 
of the Department of Agriculture yes- 
terday afternoon, and considerably fur- 
thered the organizing work of the great 
movement that it represents. It was 
shortly after 2 o'clock -when President 
Frank J. Deane called the meeting to 
order, and throughout the -whole session 
the largest room that could be placed at 
the disposal of the association was pack- 
ed with an enthusiastic gathering. Com- 
liosed principal]}-, as was to he expected, 
of the farmer^ delegates, these by no 
means comprised the whole, as merchants 
and other townsfolk were numerously 
represented, an also were the bicycling 
brotherhood, Mining alone of all the in- 
dustries intimately connected with the 
.subject of good roads, remained unheard 
from. 

On tlie outset a hazy uncertainty of 
"what was to lie done was very apparent, 
but this was gradually cleared and as 
step after step was made inthe proceed- 
ings of the afternoon, the probabilities 
of the association and its aims and ob- 
jects stood out more clearly, and on the 
whole a most satisfactory convention re- 
sulted. The chief matters accomplished 
were the stamping of the movement as 
at present an educational one, and tho 
making provinion for carrying on that 
task. On all sides tho political pull as- 
peet of road making was most thorough- 
ly denounced. Just as in Ontario, statue 
labor was the bugbear of progress, so 
iear the interference of politics in the 
field of roadmaking was raised as tho 
first obstacle to he overcome: that done, 
and that alone, as one delegate put It, 
the association had not been formed in 
vain. The organization of central asso- 
ciation with branches in every locality, 
its arranged for nt the first convention 
"held nt Kamloops on the 27th September 
last, was reaffirmed. The need of the 
appointment by the government of n 
Good Roads Instructor was urged by reso 
lution. Another motion reported the 
former appeal to tho government, for n 
small financial grant. A method of deal- 
ing with road making in the unorgan- 
ized districts of tho province was sug-' 
gested and approved of and tho election 
of the seven directors — which bad been 
held over from the Kamloops meeting, 
wan made. Besides this the present hold- 
ers of the executive olllces were reward- 
ed for their zeal and successful services 
by another term in said honorable posi- 
tions.

Of the standing parliamentary commit- 
tee on agriculture. Messrs. Thos Kidd of 
Lulu Island, and C. W. Munro of Chilli- 
wack, were also present, together with 
the Hon. Mr. M. McBridc of the Depart- 
ment of Mines, Deputy Minister of Ag- 
riculture Anderson and Mr. Hugh Gil- 
mour, M. P. P. of Vancouver. Letters 
of regret at their inability to send rep- 
resentatives were forwarded from many 
[daces throughout the province, which, 
together with several letters regarding 
the organization of local associations, 
were read by the president. 

Soon after the opening of the meeting 
Mr. J. IT. Anderson expressed the regret 
of the Hon. J. H. Turner. Minister of 
Agriculture, aud of the other members 
of tho cabinet, that they would be un- 
able to attend the session bupt that they 
would be very pleased to entertain tho 
delegates in the luncheon room of tho 
legislature. This evening at i) o'clock 
was fixed upon and the invitation accept- 
ed with thanks. Then came the business 
of the meeting, of which President Deane 
acted as chairman and M. A. Philp as 
secretary. In a brief address the presi- 
dent spoke of the general dissatisfaction 
existing throughout tho country regard- 
ing the condition of the roads and of tho 
manner in which they were located, con- 
stituted and maintained. So marked was 
this that when the first convention was 
called at Kamloops 53 delegates had re- 
sponded, many of them "from distant 
parts of the province. The similar work- 
carried on in Ontario, (Juebee and New 
Brunswick had been looked up and an 
association organized along what had be- 
come to be known as Good Roads lines. 
The constitution of the Eastern Associa- 
tions had been adjusted to local condi- 
tions and adopted, and so a body had 
been formed which would directly deal 
with those roads that in the past had 
caused so much worry and annoyance, 
tnd which in their turn bad received 
■inch irregular attention. The work of 
this association was for the most part of 
educational sort, not only upon the 
topic of how a good road was' to be made 
and maintained, but also upon the kin- 
dred ones of locating a road, etc., etc. 
And so better value would be had for tho 
quarter of a million dollars annually in- 
vested here in this way. 

Captain Black thought that the first 
step necessary was to get the matter en- 
tirely out of politics, a remark which was 
received with marked applause. lie then 
handed in the following letter: 

Dear Sir,— As many people do not seem to 
properly understand what Is desired, a few 
words will not be amiss. 

As I have had over ;x> years experience 
on the frontier, and more or less connected 
with road aud trail making, and opening 
up a new country In both Canada and the 
United States, I feel that I may be able to 
make a few suggestions. 

1. All political parties Should unite and 
Impress upon the government of the day 
the Important necessity of leaving politics 
out of the question in making appointments 
for road purposes, and to employ the best 
men available, Irrespective of party. 

2. Divide the province Into counties, 
counties Into townships, and Incorporate 
them into municipalities with powers to 
raise money to build roacls within the sep- 
arate municipalities. 

.1. Appoint a competent civil engineer for 
ench county to have full charge of all roads 
In his county. Make surveys and locate all 
roads and trails. Superintend the expendi- 
ture of all moneys, pertaining to roads. In 
the country. The salary should be suffi- 
cient to senire competent men. 

4. S'Ctlon men should be employed con- 
tinually, nn all mn'n Toads, every to 10 
miles, to keep the road In repair. 

5. Tn opening up new- countries by traps 
or roads, the first tldncr to be done should 
be tb" snrvev and locntlnn of the line In 
the best possible place, for grades, etc., In t "That a committee be appointed to 



Just the same way us If laid out for a 
railroad line. 

0. The main roads to ho built uud main- 
tained by the provincial government, all 
the other roads to be built at the expense 
of the municipality. 

We will now suppose that all the above 
systems are in force In the province, and 
that the government have granted euough 
money to open a packtrall in some new por- 
tion of the province, to a mining camp, for 
Instance. The first thing to do would be 
for the government to give Instructions to 
the county engineer for the district, ad- 
vising him of the amount appropriated, and 
to proceed to make the surveys. 

The engineer would, after making tho sur- 
vey, tlgure out how much he could do with 
the grant, and he would then Rce If he had 
sufficient to cut a pack trail, bearing in 
mind that at some future time It would be 
necessary to build r. wagon road on this 
same line. Hence the necessity of a care- 
ful survey as regards, grade, etc. All that 
could be done the first yenr would be tho 
locating and'cuttlng out the trill, sav, 10 
feet wide. 

Tho second year a further grant should be 
made, and after figuring out what be could 
do with the appropriation, he could con- 
clude If he had enough to cut tl„. timber 
out, say, 20 feet wide, and put In a ditch 
on the upper side. 

The third year a further grant was made 
sufficient to grade the road Into a wagon 
road, and then Roetlon men should be ap- 
pointed. 

After this should come the macadam. 
Of course the better way would be to do 
all this In one year. 

We will suppose now that a settlement Ir 
formed on this road, and enough settlers to 
be Incorporated Into a municipality, and 
they wish to build some branch roads. They 
should have power to borrow money for 
this purpose on the credit of the municipal- 
ity. The municipal authorities would In- 
form the government, nsklng Thorn to In- 
struct the engineer to make the necessary 
surveys, and see tn the expenditure of the 
money. 

Compare this with the svstem at present. 
A grant Is made by the government of the 
day, for a road or trail. The money Is 
handed to John Brown, general merchant, 
Sleepy Hollow. A number of his custom- 
ers, who owe him money, are employed at 
the highest possible rates; one Is appoint- 
ed foreman; he Is a good fellow, but knows 
very little about road making. These men 
have hay to make, and the roadwork must 
be put off till that Is done, consequently 
the work Is done late In the fall, shovelling 
snow and mud on the road while traffic Is 
going on, making the road far worse than 
before. 

The next year, John Smith, another sup- 
porter of the government, of the same town, 
who has also a pull with the government, 
thinks he ought to have a show. lie em- 
ploys men and goes through tho same per- 
formance, with the difference that his fore- 
man thinks It is the chance of his life to 
Immortalize himself as an engineer, will 
change a mile or two of the road without 
any reference to the general lay of the 
country, and expend the most of the grant 
on his pet scheme. The government then 
goes out of power, ami the opposition Bteps 
hi. 

The same performance Is gone through, 
with little benefit to the road, with, per- 
haps, changing the rond back to where It 
was before. 

Now I think that ynn can sec that If the 
county engineer had tli« hnndlln? of the 
monev. his oblect would be to keep his 
pos'tlon. and have the host road* In the 
province. Politic would have nn'MrT to 
.in with him. The minister., n-onio h'nrn 
nothing to do w'ti. Mm expenditure so that 
It would relieve them 

Col. Warren then narrated the forma- 
tion of the local association in Vancou- 
ver. Representatives of the hoard ')f 
trnde and city council composed the 
body, but after organizing little further 
progress was made, and lie was not 
quite sure how that progress could lie 
made, neither was he quite sure where 
the Good Roads Association was at. 
Under the principles of representative 
government the people duly elected their 
rulers, who in turn arranged for the ex- 
penditure of thi' funds. Then expendi- 
tures, tho association said, were badly 
directed, and so it stood out as tho critic, 
ffie judge of the matter, and as a conse- 
quence, of, the representatives of the 
people. Tint movement appeared to 
simmer down to an attack upon the 
government for its sins of omission and 
commission; and yet, on the other side, 
it wanted the government to act under 
its advice. lie also considered that it 
was quite impossible to take the matter 
out of politics, as was suggested. He 
thought, too, that tho tail (Kamloops) 
should not wag the dog in such a move- 
ment as this, and that it was time for a 
permanent organization, which should 
be at tlie headquarters of the govern- 
ment. Certain matters regarding the 
constitution wore then referred to, as 
was also tlie fact that the bicyclists 
were most deeply interested in the 
movement, and that competent engineers 
were the people to whom road-making 
should be committed. 

Mr. Ladner, of Delta, thought that, 
so far as his experience with engineers 
in dyking matters went, one good practi- 
cal man was worth six of the experts. 

Mr. Cuthbort referred to tlie vital in- 
terest of this question, both to the bicy- 
clists — whom he represented — nnd tho 
mining communities. He suggested 
local control of the roads through a 
county council system, like that of tlie 
Old Country, and be accordingly moved 
that the association should outline and 
recommend to the government. 

This led to a long debate, in which 
many of the speakers wandered far 
afield, discoursing upon the smaller mat- 
lets of local grievances in their respect- 
ive communities. The county council 
system was. however, pronounced on 
many sides as being premature, and an 
amendment offered to it was eventually 
carried. The two were worded as fol- 
lows:

impress upon the government the advis- 
ability of bringing in at an early date a 
local government bill for the object of 
establishing county councils throughout 
the province for the purpose of the 
building and maintaining the highways 
and trails, and to manage the sanitary 
matters within their own district." 

Moved iu amendment by Mr. 1 hilp 
and carried: 

"That in the opinion of this conven- 
tion the settled portions of the province 
outside of municipalities should be divid- 
ed into road districts; that for each 
district there should be three commis- 
sioners elected by the people to take 
oversight of the management of the 
expenditure of public money upon the 
roads of their districts, and to supply 
the government with estimates for road 
work needed there, aided by a govern- 
ment road superintendent." 

The question or the constitution hav- 
ing been brought up by several of the 
speakers, that matter was set at rest DJ 
a resolution of Mr. 1>. K. Ker ro-u mim- 
ing the work done at the Kamloops con- 
vention, in the following way: 

"That tin- work of this association be 
actively prosecuted along the lines hue 
down 'in the constitution, ami that local 
associations be established wherever 
possible." Carried. 

The matter of an instructor was then 
taken up by Mr. Donald Grahame, who 
strongly urged the need of education 
upon tiie topic. Nothing revolutionary 
was desired, but something rather evolu- 
tionary. Methods were easily suggested 
Which were altogether too expensive for 
the present conditions of the country. 
He considered that •.. specialist should 
be employed by the government to in- 
vestigate," experiment, instruct and con- 
trol a great deal of the work to be done. 
Engineers were necessary, but every 
engineer was not a road-builder, and it 
was road-builders that were wanted. 
The following resolution was then of- 

fl " Moved by Mr. D. Grahame nnd 
seconded by' Mr. C. P. Greene, of Lad- 
ners. and carried, that: 

" Whereas it appears from expressions 
„f opinion in this association that the 
time has arrived, or is near at ham , 
when better and more permanent work 
than .my heretofore undertaken , wi be 
required upon the highways of the pro\- 
ince; and , , . - 

"Whereas there is a general lack of 
technical knowledge as to improved 
methods of highway construction adopt- 
ed in other countries: 

"Therefore resolved, That this asso- 
ciation suggest to the provincial govern- 
ment the advisability of appointing a 
competent engineer as provincial In- 
spector of highways, for tho purpose of 
carrying on tin educational work Ml« 
such other duties as may be assigned 
to him." , , .. .. 

In tlie discussion upon this motion it 
was intimated by Deputy Minister An- 
derson that Mr. Pinder had lately been 
unpointed to the office of proyincia road 
inspector- Of tho full extent of bis du- 
ties nothing definite was forthcoming 
Turning from him to Mr. Campbell of 
Ontario, his office approached to the onii 
that Mr. Grahame's motion cnl.ed for. 
In the pay of the government his time 
and services were to be largely a t e 
beck of the people whether m the cities 
or the country. lie took all experiment* 
in band, carried on pieces of work for 
instruction purposes, delivered lectures, 
idviscd at critical points, etc.. etc le 
the many references to his name, how- 
ever Mr Hugh Gilmour registered ■>

The financial side of the association 
was then taken up in a motion of Mr. V . 
II Had wen. which reiterated a similar 
one passed at Kamloops, and was carried 
as follows: . . , 

"Resolved, that, whereas, it is general- 
ly believed that there is great room for, 
Improvement in the condition of the pub- 
lie highways throughout the province, 
and that such improvement, if it could bo 
brought about, would, by facilitating tha 
means of communication and transporta- 
tion at till seasons of the year, result In 
large pecuniary and social benefits to the 
people, and 

Whereas, It is the opinion of this con- 
vention that better results might be ob- 
tained from the expenditure of money 
and labor now made upon our highways, 
and it is the object, of the Good Roads 
Association to acquire and disseminata 
knowledge us to the best methods of mak- 
ing and repairing highways, and discuss 
among practical men the best means of 
bringing about the desired improvement; 

'Therefor© Resolved, That the provin- 
cial government be respectfully petitioned 
to make a grant to this association to 
aid it in carrying out its objects, as set 
forth in the constitution and by-laws." 

In seconding this motion Mr. W. It, 
Gilley, of New Westminster, said that 
making roads was very like driving hors- 
es; everybody said that they knew a good 
deal about It, and so it would bo neces- 
sary to have some money to first teach 
them that they didn't. Two years ago 
he had thought be knew a lot about it 
himself, but through acting in tho city 
council he had learned differently. 

Upon the question of the finance of tho 
local associations it was intimated that 
they must be self-sustaining, the govern- 
ment grant, should one be given, being 
appropriated to literature and lectures, 
etc. 

The matter of elections then came up, 
and after many tributes to President, 
Deane and his fellow-officers and some 
pretty tributes paid to Kamloops, the old 
officials were reinstated for another term. 
The election of directors was then pro- 
ceeded with, and on a ballot the follow- 
ing seven 'gentlemen were elected: Mr. 
Donald Grahame of Vernon, Robt. Bal- 
four of Langley, W. TT. Wood of Green- 
wood, Col. Tracy of Vancouver, Mr. Met- 
calfe of Port Hammond and Aldermen 
Docking and Gilley of Nanaimo and New; 
Westminster respectively. A few minor 
questions being also disposed of, the 
usual votes of thanks were passed and 
the meeting adjourned to reassemble at 
the call of tlie chair.
